Lookiing over 
the records of Hn* la*st during their two-year-idd 
in*er from a time and weiglil staiidjKdnt. it is 
diseovei,*d sinile of tln*m show a ilistiin-l iirefereim* 
for certain tracks, wliieli makes a .solution soiin-what 
eonfiisiiig. Tin* line taken, however, is on a fast 
track proiMisition, with atmosiiheric mmlitioiis as 
nearly tin* same as can jMissild.v is- <-alculated. 
Itaces in heav.v or slow going an* not given aii.v 
eoiisideratioii, as a seeoi.d r;ite luirse w ill oeoa - 
sionally lH*at a liiglier class horse ov*<r a heav.v track. 
I'here are virtuall.v sev«*ii or eight horses entering 
their Hir(*e..veiir-old career tlial are s<> closely 
ai.'itehed on their liesi is*rformain*cs. that Hie sliglit 
est iiieideiit or aci’ideiit wiuild decide tin* result 
of a raee. 'I'lie sevt*ii iiulnde Sum Hriar. I’apji. 'fip- 
pity Witi-ln t. Es<*otia, Lin iiilite*. l.aidus. War Cloinl 
and .lack Hare .Ir. in the races figured iiism, 
rnees over straight courses at Helnioiil I’tirk and 
-V<nn*dnet liave iieeii eliniiiiated, a.s atmosidierie 
mnditioiis an* so eliangeahle at Hiese course’s that 
records from a time liasis an* deeejitive. Hence tin* 
rm-onis alluded to wen* taki*ii over miirsos -wltli 
one turn or more. 

Heginiiiiig witli a foiiiHlation of “3IX>” points ami 
a nniform weight of 11(1 jmnnds, tlie talde will show 
that Fillip was tin* liest imrse at Saratoga witli a 
mark of 291. while Sun Hriar's 1 m*sI race over a 
fast track was but 2SO. On a slow or lieavy tniek. 
however. .Sun Hritir jiroved stijierior to Fapp. Tliis 
was protiald.v dm* to tin* fact that soft going suited 
Sum Jtrirr owing to his leg ailments. In their oni.v 
raee at Saratoga over a fast track. Fapp heat Sun 
Hriar, luit it is just iMissilde the latter was a 
trifle siiort of work njKui that occasion, as ■ in* 
showed a wonderful luirst of s|K*i*d for alsun five- 
eigliHis. after vliieh lit* tin*tl hadl.v. --\fter that hi* 
stioweil more spt*t*d and staying tihilily Hutu Fapp 
ill all Ids inees. hut unfortniiately lait one of the 
rat*es was over a fast track.

If the three should meet 
in a raee at even weiglits over tin* same mnrse, it 
is iirol*aldi* that War flond woultl la* Hie elioiee. as 
he showeil deeidt*d iiiijirovement later ih Hn* year 
and. in any event, tlie figures iiidicHte there was 
not more tliaii om* leiigtli tM*tweeii War Cloud and 
Fnjip at Saratoga, with Jack Hare .Ir. a elo.se eoii- 
teiider. IVith Sun J’.riar iu such a raee it would 
1m*coiiil* more !a*rplexiiig. as his earl.v siieed might 
liave coiisidiTuhlt* lieariiig on the result, but it 
woid'l favor IVar Cloud more than eitlier of the 
others, as he lias shown his caiiacily for a long 
route, wldb* tliere is a dould about either Fajip 
or .lack Hare .Ir. gidiig a long distance suceessfully . 
Th<*'i* deductions would imlicate that under tiny 



conditions, excepting a lit*avy or slow track. M’ar

It is an old -estalilisiied rale ilint governs 
such eases- so old tliat it is now niitiiiiiiited — and 
iu the oiiiiiion of many liorseineii. one tliat should Im.* 
n* vised. Tlie oni.v juslifialile r(*asoii for tlie rule, 
as it staiuls, is to avoid com tdieat ions, as no one 
beeenies responsible for forfeits against horses 
after Hie death of ail owiu*r. This iiidue»*s owii<*rs 
to register a joint pari nersliip iu liorses «*iiter<*d in 
stakes, liy giving or selling to other memIUTS of 
their families a small iM*rc»*ntage in horses tliat are 
stake jMissiliilities. This is necessary to protect 
tlu'iiiselves in east* of detiHi. 

This is done in tlu* larger stables, and. in itst*If 
is proof tliat there is sometliing wrong in Hie nik*. 
Hy till* deatlis of Schuyler L. Parsons and Oscar 
lu*wiKU:n. Hie i*ntaes of their liorst*s in several 
stakes iiave Imeome invalid, tlieroliy decreasing the 
vaiiu* of till* property. This eondition exists Iie- 
eati.se they di‘l imt jirovlde for such a eonlingene.v 
liy taking' a partner, or declaring one* or more of 
ilieir relatives as sliari*holders in their liorses. In 
tin* case of Mr. Parsons, It was his delay in ri*gis- 
iration Hint interferetl with the eligibility of Ids 
horses in stakes for which they liad been entered 
prior to ids tteaili. It was his iuteiitiou to rt*gister 
his son. Soliuyb*r I,. Fursous, Jr., as jiart ovvm*i* of 
his liorses. but up to the time of Ids deatli he 
lailed to do s*>. I'lad such a registration lieen re- 
corded. not only vvoe.ld it tiave enlianeed tlie value 
of his sidemli'l tiand of young liorses. but Jt would 
liave mad** them eligible to enter into Hu* classes 
vvliere tli**v lu'loiig. Ill some of the foreign emiutries 
like Cerniay. France and .Vustralia. the rule has 
I.eeti greally iiuMlified. l>iil it still exists iMitli 
here iiiul ill Fiiglaiui. -Is the rule stands lien*, 
tlu* partner is. respousilde. I’.y revising tlu* rule so 
tlu* si!bs<*<pieiil imreliasei* of a hors,* assumes re- 
sp«>Usil»ilit,v for its eiigtigi'Uicnts. if he wishes to do 
so. or if m»t. ellow iiiiii to declare tho hor.se out 
of all st.ikes ill whieli it is entered. Hie valne of 
the hoist* vvonb! not Im* derr<*ased and the estate of 
the deceased would not sitller. 

HARDSHIP OF PRESENT RULE SHOWN. 

The hardship of the present ml'* is illustrated 
ill the etise of i:ass(*las. a horse that won a raci* 
at F.atli, England, nearly a century ago. -Vfti-r Hu* 
viitory. it was discovered its noniinator htuj died 
the day previous to tlie running. This was in tlu* 
year i'n 29. and immediately afti*r the race, tlie 
owner of Hit* second horse. LisToti, pat in a eiaiin 
for tlie slake wlileh was suiise(|uently allowed, but 
all lM*ts on Kas.se!:is were ordered jinid. .Vdmiral 
Bolls, the reeogiiixed English nntliorit.v on ra^eiiig 
(liiesiioiis, did not agree witli the ruling in eitlier 
instance. Hie two decisions not lu*iiig <*oiisist'.*iit. .as 
English rules of lietting deelave Hint all wagers on 
a rais* shall go with Hu* stake except iiig in cii*u*s 
where iKMikuiakers settle on the first past the post 
jn'ineiplt* w'iiieh is enstoiiu'.r.v on s«_im** Englislt 
1 rucks. On these groiimls .Vdmiral Kotts had 
reason to disagret*. but the English .loekey t.lub 
liv living up to its rule of disipinlifying the horse, 
eaiised the estntt* to lose the stake and the liorse 
beeame ineligildt* for all uHnre events for wltieli 
it wiis entered. 

This is one of many eases in whieh the rule 
relating to Hu* death of an owii.-r figures. Friiiee 
l!.itHivanv owned tlu- celebrated liorse St. Simon 
as a yearling. There was no i*ou1iiig**nt ownersliij' 
is*gi.sten*il. iind the result was Hint St. Sinujit was 
.l>.*nied tlu* iirivileg.! of eontesfiiig iu any of the 
great Englisli stak(*s for wliich In* was entered. St. 
Simon was never beaten in an.v race. yet. tnroiigii 
his not having mi*t the best liorses of liis day his 
suul fee in his early years was a nosiest one. 
though he tiiriieil out to Im* a siieeessfnl sire. 

These instances d,*iiionstrale Hu* iiardsliiii of the 
rule, and urge a revision Hint will not destroy the 
• *.iriiiiig nhility .>f a liofsc, even shotild its owner 
fail to register a iiartnersliiji. 

Forlniiafely all the hors.*s Im*]., aging to the l.ite 
Sehti.vlor 1,. I’avsoits will !m* i*Hgibl** to a ma.iorit,'' 
of Hu* rich stakes to Iu.* ran ImiHi lu*re and in Ken- 
tnekv. wliich an* yet to close. .Mr. Wharton, execu- 
tor of the est.ite. lias made entries in all stakes of 
r.*n*iit closing. The only imtH.rtaiit events in vrhi«*h 
Hu? .stabie will Im* invalid, is Hu* Futurity of m.'Xl 
year, and i>o.ssibly one otlicr fiMurt*. Hut it is b.v h 
iiu'k.v circunisianee that Hu* ]u,i's**s *>f the Parsons 
estate will not stiiTer as niiu h fiotn tlu* rule
